HOADLY UNDE&R THE POLITICAL 
MICKOSCOPE. 


Zhe Politicians at Washington Collapsed by a Big 
Surprise—R publieans Fearful fo 1884—-Tae 
Democrats S:e Victory Comicg—ihe 
Tone ofthe New York Press. 


WASHINGTON‘ October 12.—The news ofthe 
Sweeping democratic victory in Ohio has 
thrown the politicians into confusion. The 
republicans feel like they have let something 
slip, while the democrats have not recovered 
from the surprise of their new possession. 


The result is really disheartening to republi- 


can office-holders here. The republigan pa- 
pers that they take and swear by have been 
asserting so finally and vigorously all along 
that Foraker would have 30,000 majority, 
that they felt no doubts of the resuit. When 
the news came that Hoadly was elected, it 
Was so unexpected that they are utterly 
crushed with its terrible effect. They have 
been ,taught to regard Hoadly as not in the 
fight at all, but as a poor, whipped, sick man, 
who had fled the state to excape the jeers of 
his party friends. So, in Washington, when- 
ever one of these office holding patriots had 
occasion to mention Hoadly it was done ina 
sneering, a derisive manner. The sneer is not 
visible to-night. The polished and brainy 
gentleman, Judge Hoadly, is an elected gov- 
ernor of a great state in place of . harley Fos- 
ter, who stated in Wasaington afew weeks 
since that Foraker would succeed him by from 
30,000 to 40,000 majority. The New York pa- 
pers all speak in terms of surprise. The Sun 
says: ‘This shows, if anything can, that the 
people of Ohio mean that the republican par 
ty shall _ go. It seems to _ be 
high time to put VUhio, with her 
23 electoral votes, on the other side 
of the table.’”’ The World says: ‘It proves 
conclusively that the democratic successes 
last year were not the effects of local and 
ephemeral causes, but were the result of a 
settled determination on the part of the peo- 
ple to exercise their right of changing the 
political complexion of the government, and 
taking power from the party which has en- 
joyed it for nearly a quarter of a century.’ 
The Herald sa,s: ** fhe results of the election 
indicate that had the centest been waged on 
Strictly party instead of purely local issues, 
the repuilicans would have carried the state 
by a handsome majority. It does not, there. 
fore, follow that Tuesday’s democratic 
victory in the buckeye state means a 
democratic victory there next year. 
On the contrary, the republicans may claim 
with no little confidence, then, as heretofore 
in presidential years, Ohio will be found in 
the column of the republican states; but the 
coming yeur may bring forth surprising 
changes.’’ The Tribune says: *‘ The Ohio re- 
publicans were over-confident. It is true that 
they have pollec a remarkable vote, but they 
underestimated the desperate energy of the 
democrats. They relied too mucb, apparent- 
ly, upon the good character of the republican 
ty and tre bad character of the democrat- 
ic party, and Judge Hoadly’s blunders, for- 
getting that the class of voters whom the 
money of. the liquor dealers would reach care 
nothing about tue character of any party or 
the mistakes of any candidates.”’ 
VIEWS uF POLITICIANS. 

in a rounuw amoung the politicians who are 
here the following expressions were picked 
up: 

Pemmvessmta Converse, of Ohio, voted for 
Headly and left for this city. He arrived to- 
night and is happy over the news. Of course, 
he says that Ohio is certain for the democrats 
in 1884. Mr. Ruscoe Conkling is at Cham- 
berlain’s but had no opinions that he 
cared to express. Secretary Lincoln still 
thinks Ohio isa republican state, as does 
Secretary Chandler. The president is re- 
poried as feeling a little blue over the re- 
sult. General Gresham said: es 
don’t believe the result of 
yesterday’s election in Ohio __indi- 
cates that the democratic party has g:own 
more popular inthatstate. Ifthe prohibi- 
tion question had been kept out of the can- 
vass, the result would have been in favor of 
the republicans by a good majority. I be- 
lieve a majority of the voters in Ohio and in 
the north generally are in favor of the repub- 
lican party as against the democratic party. 
The republican party is stronger in a nation- 
al contest than any other, for the reason that 
many republicans, who vote against their 

rty at state elections feel that they can not 
afford todo so when there isa prospect of 
the democrats obtaining cuntrol of 
national «ffairs. If the republicans act 
wisely and bring about substantial harmony, 
as I think they will, they willcarry the 
country next year.”” Senator Call,of Florida, 
said he hardly liked to express an opinion 
about a matterthat he did not know any- 
thing about. His information was faulty as 
to how Ohio had gone. “‘If the democrats,” 
he said, ‘‘have elected Hoadly and lost the 
legislature, which isa United States senator, 
I can see but little advantage in the result, 
but if we have carried the governor and the 
legislature it is a victory, and very 
encouraging for the party in 1584.” 
Congressman Matson, of Indiana, said: ‘“‘It 
was better for us to carry Ohio than to 'ose it, 
but it may not help us so much in 1854 as 
many democrats think. We will be expected 
to carry Ohio next October, and if we should 
fail, it might hurt us considerably. i don’t 
like these pivotal states, where the repubii- 
cans can throw such powerful influences and 
concentrate all their immense strength. How- 
ever, [am glad we have carried the state.” 
First-Assistant Postmaster Hatton said: ‘The 
effect is bad for the republican party in 1884. 
It will also have a bad effect upon the repub- 
licans in New York, Massachusetts and Vir- 
ginia, especially the latter state. Before the 


Ohio election Mahone would have carried: 


Virginia. The result is now doubtful.” Ex- 
Senator Kellogg said that the result was bad 
for the repubiicans, decidedly so, and that, 
unless the democrats were fated to their pro- 
verbial policy of committing mistakes, their 
prospects for success in 1554 were 
excellent. He ajiso thought that the 
Ohio election would greatiy depress the re- 
publicans in the November states. Commis- 
sioner of Pensions Dudley took rather a hope- 
ful view of the situation. He regarded the 
political situation, as far as 1534 is concerned, 
as unchanged. The result in Ohio was 
broughtabout by the probibition fright,which 
he did not think would cut any figure next 
year. He was also confident that the demo- 
erats wou!d be so crazed by their success that 
they would commit the usual] blunders sufti- 
cient to destroy their chances to elect a presi- 


nt. 
iehonel R. G. Ingersoll: It was a big fight. 
It will have a great effect. The republicans 
in other states will not care much. The Ohio 
republicans have got too much anyhow.” 
THE VIRGINIA CLAIM. 

In ~~! to an inquiry to-day respecting the 
claim of firginia against the government for 
moneys alleged to be due the state under the 

deposit act, Secretary Folger said: ‘I have 
not made any reply to the application, as the 
Virginia people have never a peared before 
me. Their claim is embodied in an elabor- 
ately written argument. I have not yet feit 
it encumbent upon me to answer them.,”’ 
A STORM PREDICTED. 

The following statement has been furnished 
by the signal office in response to inquiries 
with regard to the storm said to be moving 


up the Atlantic coast. There are indications 
that a storm is moving slowly northward oif 
the south Atlantic coast, and vessels sailing 
south towards Cape Hatteras would probably 
encounter dangerous gales on Saturday and 
Sunday. Thisstorm may, however, move 
northeast from Hatteras, and not be felt at 
northern stations. Reports are not sufticient 
to warrant the positive direction of acyclone, 

but the indications look in that direction. 

STATE CLAIMS AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT. 

Secretary Folger has. written a reply to 
Senator Farland, who recently presented the 
claim of the state of Arkansas for moneys al- 
leged to be due under the deposit actof June 
23, 1836, ech he says: ‘Since the indebt- 
edness of ‘United States has been sufficient 
to abserb f..2 surplus revenues, I understand 
that the usage of the department has been 
to.look upon the deposit act as being at least 
suspended, if not entirely obsolete, and until 
otherwise directed by congress, I am disposed 
to concur In that usage.’’

CORN 


AND OATS. 


The Grain and Cereal Cropa of the Country—The Av- 
erug * ticported, 

WASHINGTON, October 12.—Thae October 
corn report of the department of agriculture 
fully sustains the telegraphic summary of 
the 10th of September, reiative to the injuries 
by frosts ofthe 8th, 9th and 10th. ‘There 
were light frosts later, the most noticeable 
being of the 16th in the northwest. The late 
averages of the condition show the extent 
ofinjury which was greatest in Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Ohioand New York. There was 
also a severe loss in Minnesota and Dakota, 
and some daniage in the elevated portions of 
Pennsylyania and West Virginia. -In the 
northern counties of Indiana and Illinois, in 
the least advanced fields of lowa, butscarcely 
any in Nebraska, and none in Kansas is re- 
ported. Except a few pluces in northern 
Kentucky and Missouri, there is no mention 
of frost in any states south of Pennsylvania. 
The reduction of the state averages is in 
Michigan, from 60 to 45; in Wisconsin, from 
76 to 50; in Ohio, from 82 to 63; in New York 
from 77 to57. There isa reduction in seven 
points in Iliinois and five in Indiana. The 
high September figures have been materially 
reduced by the frosts. The loss of condition 
from drouth has become more apparent, 
causing slight reductions of the September 
estimates of many ofthe southern states. 
The general average of condition for the en- 
tire field is 78, six ponts less than on the 
first of September, four from the frostsin the. 
north, and two from the drought in the At- 
lantic. Inthe seaboard and south of the 
frosted areas it is five points below the Octo- 
ber average of 1882, while there is four per 
cent increase inthe area. ![t is twenty-one 
points lower than the October averag- of the 
census crop. The product of the year will be 
close to 1,600 million bushels, with more soft 
corn than last year, mostly in the regions 
that consume their entire crop. 

THE WHEAT YIELD. 

The returns of tue yield of wheat per acre 
indicate a production of about twoanda 
fourth bushels per.acre less than the crop of 
last year. IJtis but nine and’a half bushels 
per acre in Ohio, tenin Illinois, and but a 
fraction above ten in Indiana. 
It is above twelve in Michi- 
gan and - thirteen in Minnesota, 
lowa and ColoraddO. The Missouri average is 
12 buskels. Dakota and Nebraska exceed 16. 
and the Kansas average is about 17. These 
averages are in the several states based on 
systematically on the recorded results of 
threshing. ‘While a revision of the records 
of the season may cause slight local changes, 
it is certain that the final average of the 
yieid willnut differ much from 11 3-100 bush- 
els peracre. The aggregate will exceed four 
hundred millions of bushels, and may reach 
four hundred and twenty. The quality is 
not up to an average,..Lhe yield of oats is 
up to a full averaBe of the series of years, or 
about twenty-eight busbels for the whole 
country. The range of state averages in the 
west from 30 in Missouri, to 41 in Kansas, 
abouts3 in the Ohio valley, and 36 in the 
northwest. Net agzregate about five hun- 
dred million bushels. The quality is high, 
averaging 98, 100 being the standard. 

THE OTHER CROPS. 

The barley crop will average between one 
and two bushels per acre more than last year, 
approximating fifty million — bushels. 
Colorado, New York, Minnesota, Wisconsin 
and lowa contribute three-tourths of the 
whole product. The poiato crop is in better 
condition than for many years. The tobacco 
crop will be below an average in yield. The 
average of condition in Kentucky is 77, in 
Virginia 64. The Maryjand crop will be good. 
The average of the seed leaf statesis low. The 
general average of condition is 82,

White pepper is still 
dearer.

Prices were occasionally one penny 
lower. In flour there was a fair trade at un- 
changed prices. There was good demand for 
mixed corn, which advanced ‘4d.

WASHINGTON, October 12.—An executive 
order anzouncing the retirement of ;eneral 
Sherman from active duty November ist, and 
the changes incident thereto will probably be 
issued this afternoon. It is understood that 
Major-General Hancock will succeed Lieuten- 
ant-General Sheridan in command of the di- 
vision of the Missouri, that General Pope will 
succeed General Hancock in command of the 
division of the east, and that Major-General] 
Scotield will remain in command of the diyis- 
ion of the Pacific. _General Hancock was 
tendered Lieutenant-General Sheridan's com- 
mand, and is uUderstood to have accepted 
it. : 

The bureau of navigation of the treasury 
department has about completed preliminary 
arrangements for the establishment of an im- 
migration commission at Key West, Fla., in 
conformity with the law of August 4, 1550. 

The commissioners will be appointed by 
thesecretary. Surgeon-General Hamilton to- 
day received atelegram from Lieutenant- 
Commander Welch, at the navy yard, at 
Pensacola, reporting the last case of yellow 
fever there to be convalescent. Unless there 
are signs of further cases of fever during the 
next ten days General Hamilton says thavt re 
quarantine against that section will be abol- 
ished. 

MILITARY FINDINGS ACTED UPON. 

The president has approved the sentence of 
dismissal iu the case of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Guido Inges, 18th infantry, who was tried by 
court martial on the charge of having duphli- 
cated his pay account. ‘‘he president also 
approves the sentence of dismissal in the 
case of Captain Edward B. Hubbard, of the 
quartermaster’s department, who was tried 
on charges of drunkenness. He disapproved 
the sentence of dismissal in the case of First

THES EPISCOPALCONVENTION. 


The Creation of a New Diocese in Tennessee Nega* 
tived by the Bishop. 

PHILADELPHIA, October 12.—In the Episco- 
pal convention to-day, the committee on the 
new diocese reported, recommending that the 
consent of the house of deputies tothe crea- 
tion of a new diocese, to be known as the 
western Tennessee, be not granted, as it does 
not appear that the article in the constitution 
relative to the support of the Episcupate had 
been complied with. tev. Dr. Gray, of Ten- 
nessee, said his diocese was disposed to bow 
to the decision of the convention. The com- 
mittee on canons reported, recommending 
that the words Protestant Episcopal be not 
left out of the canons. The committee was, 
at their request, discharged. The house again 
went into committee of the whole on the re- 
port of the joint comimictee on the revision 
of the prayer book, Judge Shetty in the chair, 

CONSECRATING NEW BISHOPS. 

At the afternoon sessiou the house of dep- 
uties sat as a board of missions, and devoted 
much time to the-discussion of affairs in the 
diocese of the valley of Mexico. The house 
of bishops adopted an amendment to the 
canons, the house of deputies concurring, al- 
lowing lay leaders to give public instruction 
under the direction of the bishop. The tes- 
timonials of Bishop-elect Knickerbocker, of 
Indiana, and of Assistant Bishop-elect Ran- 
dolph, of Virginia, and Potier, of New York, 
were presented, and the house concurred 
with the house of deputies in confirming 
them. _Dr. Knickerbocker, of Minnesota, 
will. be consecrated as bishop of Indiana ino 
Stewart’s church, of this city, on Sunday 
morning next. The consecrator will be Bish- 
op Coxe, of western New York, assisted by 
Bishop Lyman, of North Carolina, Bishop 
Robertson, of Maine, and Bishop McLaren, of 
Lilinois.

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THE WORLD ABROAD, 


A New Nibiiiet Pete Seen the Alfonso Incl« 
ent. 


Paris, October 12.—It isrevorted that Senor 
Merat, the leading member of the Spanish 
democratic club, isto be appointed Spanish 
minister of foreign affairs. ‘ne appointment 
of Senor Merat to this office would be re- 
garded here as signifving a close ot the 
Alfonso incident. 

St. PetrerspurG, October 12.—The pro- 
grammeof the new nihilistic paper has ap- 
peared. It will be called’ the Messenger of 
the Will ofthe People Itis connected with 
the paper the Will of the People, and will be 
published bi monthly in London or Geneya. 

The leaders of the dynastic left will not be 
able to decide as to accepting positions in the 
new cabinet until they know tbe programme 
to be adopted by Senor Pasado Herrera. They 
will hold a consultation. with him tojgday. 
The left is willing to postpone consideration 
of the question of the constitution reform, 
but willinsist upon the adoption of univer- 
sal suffrage. 

The Madrid correspondent of the Times 
states that King Alfonso will grant to Senor 
Pasada Herrera.the power todissolve tue 
chamber of deputies, which will make the 
new ministry more independent than pre- 
vious cabinets. 

At ten o’clock to-night the cabinet crisis 
was still unsettled. At an interview between 
Senor Pasada Herrera, Senor Morel, and 
Marsha! Serrano, Senor Morel explained the 
conditions upon which the dynastic left 
would enter the cabinet. Besides the ques- 
tions of universal suifrage auu constitutional 
reform, disputes exist concering the distribu- 
tion of the portfolios. Senor Pasada Herrera 
considered the conditions somewhat hard, 
and said he would impart his decision 
later. Marshal Serrano thereupon sum- 
moned the leaders of the dynastic 
left, while Senor Pasada Herrera heldga con- 
ference with Senor Sagasta, The latter refused 
to accept the principle of universal suffrage. 
There is much animation in political circles 
here, and all sorts of rumors are current. It 
is stated that a telegram has been received by 
the government from Duc de Fernan Nunez, 
Spanish ambassador at Paris, _ stating 
that the French government would 
make no further apology through the Jourual 
official for the illtreatment of King Alfonso, 
but that the cabinet authorized the Spanish 
government to publish in the Madrid Official 
Gazette the narrative of President Grevy’s 
reparation, and communicate tbe same to the 
cortez El Barreo says that Senor Pasada 
Herrera and the leaders of the dynasicic left 
have arrived at an agreenient with the excep- 
tion of some slight details.

Spending Mis Life in a Garret and Leaving #50,000 
to a Young Gir’, 

GosuHEN, N. Y., October 12.—In the village 
of Walden, twelve miles*from here, in the 
Walikill valley, there died on Monday night 
a men panned Jobn Wilson, He had lived in 
Waiden for fifty years, and by the most miserly 
of habits accumulated a fortune of $50,000. 
He was a stone mason by trade, and for forty 
years worked at his occupation without 
losing an hour’s time. He sponged his living 
wherever he could, frequently compglling his 
mother, who supported herself by domestic 
drudgery, to contribute to his wants. Ten 
years ago he took up his abodein the garret 
of an old stone bouse, where he lived the 
lifeofa hermit until the house was torn 
down, when he was forced to try a miserable 
house in an out-of-the-way place, where he 
lived until he was found dead in his hut yes- 
terday morning. 

During all the time of theoccupancy of the 
stone house, and the hut afterward, only 
one person was ever permitted to cross his 
thresholdand only one ever entered his 
room without permission. The latter was a 
tax collector named Bradley, who forced his 
entrance to the stone house garret and suc- 
ceeded in collecting from Wilson the first 
taxes he had paid for fifteen years. The 
only welcome visitor was Minnie Old- 
ham, the daughter of a poor laboring 
man of Walden. She is now seventeen years 
old, and had been a favorite of Wilson from a 
baby. She visited him daily. showing him 
many kindnesses, and attending to the only 
housework that he would have done 
Wilson bad one other friend, but he never 
permitted him to visit him. This was How- 
ard Kidd, an eccentric character of Wilson’s 
Own age. 

When Wilson’s mother, at the age of 80, 
was worn out with hard work and years, she 
applied to her son for support for the rest of 
her life. Hetold her he would see that she 
was taken care of. He purchased her a pair 
of shoes and then walked her twenty miles 
to the poor-house. Taking the shoes from 
her he turned her over the poor authorities 
and left her without a word. 
She died in the institution soon 
afterward and was buried a _ pauper. 
Wilson was a typical miser in appear- 
ance. His tall, gaunt form was covered with 
a mass Of patches of all colors and sizes. He 
had not permitted a comb, razor, or pair 
of shears to be placed to his hair for a quar- 
ter of a century, and it had growa to extreme 
length and was atangleof snarls. It is re- 
ported that he makes Minnie O!dham heir to 
his $50,000 in government bonds.

THE REVERKRND GSNTLEMAN LECT. 
URES IN ATLANTa. 


His Arrival From Montgomery—A Valk With Him 
on the Fature ofthe N-gro—His Opinion of the 
Problem—He Gives an Opinion en the 
Question—The L«cture Last Night. 


Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, Mrs. Beecher 
and Major J. B. 
reavhed the tity yesterday from Montgomery 
and took rooms at the Markham.

Beecher Beecher were as- 
ooms in the north wing 
of the hotel, second floor, overlooking Loyd 
street. Immediately after dinner they be- 
took themselves to rest and sleep, and al- 
though a number of cards were sent up the 
senders gained nothing for their pains. After 
enduring the shower of until 
& oclock, the reverend gentleman became 
exasperated and ordered the bell bovs to 
‘clear out’’ and stay cleared out. That pro- 
ceeding had the desired effect and no more 
cards were sent up for a considerable time. 

At half past five a Constitution man ip 
company with Major Pond went up to see 
Mr. Beecher. 

He had just ended his nap and was taking 
things quietly in a loosely titting suit of ala. 
paca when the scri@ entered. He is a man 
of very commanding presence. Stout of frame 
and flesh with a massive head and long gray 
hair that falls to his shoulders. His face wears 
a blood-red glow and his eyes at times twinkle 
with fun or flash with fire, according 
to the thoughts which fill 
his mind. e is remarkably 
well peserved for a man of his age, being 
seventy years old, but there is hardly a man 
of thirty in Atlanta who could easily down 
him in a wrestling match. Mr. Beecher 
comes from a brainy family. His father. 
Lyman Beecher, was one of the distinguished 
clergymen of his day. All his brothers and 
sisters have made a mark in the world, but it 
is safe to say that Henry Ward is the most 
distinguished and ablest man that ever 
wore the name of Beecher. He was- born 
at Litchfield, Conn., in 1813. and 
became a minister soon after reaching his 
majority. He was stationed at Indianapolis, 
Indiana, for eight years, and in 1847 assumed 
the pastorate of Plymouth church, Brooklyn. 
When he lived in Indiana, that state was 
then on the frontier of civilization, and there 
Mr. Beecher first becamea student of human 
character. Hiscareer during his residence 
in Brouklyn is well known. He has been an 
active and busy man all his life. Religious, 
social and political questions alike have in- 
ierested him, and he has dis- 
cussed each with matchless elo- 
quence and ability. He wasan ablitionist 
from the bottom of his heart, and 
vigorously denounced: slavery for many years 
before Abraham Lincoln issued ‘has emanci- 
pation proclamation. The south had not a 
bitterer enemy during the war, but now he 
claims fo be a firm triend of the section. 

Mrs. Beecher was present. She is a hand- 
some old lady, with white hair and her whole 
existence seems to be wrapped up in admira- 
tion of her husband. ° 

Aiter conversing on general topics for a few 
moments, the reporter remarked: 

‘‘Mr. Beecher, the southern people are very 
much interested in the negro problem,—the 
future of the race.’’ 

‘Bless your soul, I don’t know half as 
much about the negro as you do,” answered 
Mr. Beecher. 

‘‘But you have some ideas?’’ 

‘‘Ideas on what?’’ 

‘Ideas as to what the negro is coming to— 
his prospective position socially, politically 
and as a private citizen; ideas on his educa- 
tion and his civil rights.” 

“I think,’”’ began Mr. Beecher, ‘‘that any man 
wills and with men just as he is entitled to 
stand by what he is worth as aman. As for 
social equality that isa matter of tasie, and 
no legisiation can regulate it. As for his 
civil rights he should have all he is entitled 
to; but it is fvolish for either side to force an 
issue on that point—either the men who 
would deny bis rights or men who would in- 
sist on his taking privileges that he does not 
care for. The matter of civil rights is one 
that will regulate itself. Decently dressed 
people of any race will ride in the best cars, 
and in other ways go among people who dress 
well. Shabbily dressed peopte will go among 
other shabbi'y dressed people,and there willin 
time be no distinction on account of race. 
Of course I refer to their treatment on rail- 
way trainsand at public houses. I do not 
believe that the negro cares for social equal- 
ity, and I believe that the two races will re- 
main eachon its own side of the fence. 
There are instances that I could name in otb- 
er countries where white men have preferred 
to marry mulatto girls and claimed that they 
made gentle and affectionate wives. I do not 
look for anything of the sort here, but sup- 
pose itshbould occur, who is geing to ob- 
jec.? If race prejudice should be wiped 
out and white people snould prefer to asso- 
ciate with colored people what would you do 
about it?” : 

‘‘T am not asking what weare to do about 
it, lam asking if it will ever be,’’ observed 
the scribe. 

‘*‘How can I teil?’ asked Mr. Beecher. 

‘What do you think of the amalgamation 
of the races,’’ asked the reporter. 

“I think that we had more of it in ante- 
belium times than we will ever have again— 
illicitly of course but amalgamation ail the 
same. My idea is that the negro will drift to 
himself naturally because he wants to—and 
will stay there.’ 

‘‘T have lived in Brooklyn for thirty-seven 
vears,’’ continued Mr. Beecher. ‘‘For the 
first twenty years race prejudice in the north 
was greaterthan it was atthe south, but 
since then the situation has changed. In my 
church if a negro comes in he takes his seat 
in the mid-t of the congregation and is treated 
fully as well as any other member of the as- 
semblage. He attracts no more atte: tion 
than a white man would receive and nothing 
is thought of it. It is true many 
of them do not attend my church 
but such as do are not discriminateu against,”’ 

‘‘Do you think the time will come when 
negroes and whites will unite and be mem- 
bers of the samechurches, the same societies 
and other bodies?’ 

‘‘We are children of the same God. Why 
should tuere be any discrimination and 
what would you doif such a s:ate of things 
should. be bronght about? In _nerthern 
churches now negroes can rent pews and 
nothing is thought of it. It is. my 
opinion, however, that they will 
prefer to be to themselves and 
the state of things of which you speak will 
never exist. I certainly do not look for inter- 
marrying of the races in this country.”’ 

‘‘T suppose you favor their education?” 

“Certainly; I favor the education of all 
classes, and believe in granting equal advan- 
tages to all.”’ 

‘There is one other point that I desire to 
ask you about,”’ continued the reporter. ‘‘Are 
you in favor of legislation on the Mormon 
question ?”’ 

“T certainly am,” said Mr. Beecher with 
enthusiasm. ‘“‘I think the government should 
place Utah under the control of a 
commission of yood men, who shou'd 
manage the matter. The Edmunds bill has 
been an absolute failure—an absolute failure. 
The matter should be placed in the hands of 
a commission and if they intend todo any- 
thing they should do it quick—quick, I can 
tell you.”’

how much was _ carried 
last year’s crop the people. of other 
lands’ = will need every bale we 
can spare, and at the end of the year the mar- 
ket will be bare. There is nothing in the sit- 
uation to justify lower prices for the stuple, 
and if lower prices come they will be due‘to 
manipulation and not to any foreknowledge 
of supply and demand. 

The wheat crop is also short, but with the 


surplus of last year’s crop it is estimated 
that the exportable quantity will be 
about 187,000,000 bushels. The Vienna 
congress estimates the shortage in eighteen 
countries at 160,000,000 bushels. We have 
that quantity to spare, and if the foreign de- 
mand holdsupto the Vienna estimate the 
prices of wheat will be strong and possibly 
higher. If the old world takes from us all 
the cotton and wheat we can spare, the ex- 
ports of the year will round out into large 


figures, and moderate gold imports will be. 


The deficiencies in the old world 
in the respect of both cotton and wheat can- 
not well be filled in any other country than 
this, and the prospect therefore is that we 
will sell more than we buy, and that a year of 
prosperity is ahead of us.

STRUCK ALL OF A HEAP, 
When THE CONSTITUTION yesterday foreshadowed 
the indictment of Governor Conley the public were 
ready to denounce the possibility of such an event. 
They expected, asa matter of course, that Nall 
would be indicted and brought to tria) for the em- 
bezziement of the $8,00) of which amount he was 
short when checked up by the inspector. But the 
people have scouted the idea that Governor Conley’s 
fair name and established character could be 
smurched or shaken by any developments that 
could ensue: from the financial imbroglio 
connected with the office. It was 
a very starting and painful shock, therefore, that 
followed the puovlic anuouncement that the grand 
jury, after a careful examination of the evidence 
submitted by the government, had devided upon 
their oaths to include Governor Conley with Nall in 
the criminal prosecution made necessary by the 
facts, 
FINDING THE INDICTMENT. 
The grand jury began the consideration of the 
case oh Thursday, and Inspector Sharp was the 


only witness who was before them. He was fully 
examined as to the investigations he had 
made and the facts that had been unearthed 
thereby. He presented all the documentary evi- 
dence in his possession which tended to throw 
light upon the management uf the financial affairs 
of the office. These were sufficient to convince the 
rand jurois of their duty in the premises, and the 
ndictments were agreed upon Thursday evening. 
The forma! presentation of the bill was deferred 
until yesterday morning, when it was delivered in 
open court. 
ASKING BAIL AND TRIAL, | 
When it became known that the indictment had 
been found, word was at once conveyed to Gov- 
ernor Conley, who was at the office of his son, 


John L. Conley, oa Marietta street. Both gentlemen 
at once repaired to the court room and Nr. John 
L. Couley arose, interrupting @ case on trial, and 
addressed Judge McCay. He said he had learned 
that an iudictment had been found aguinst his 
father for the embezzlement of $8,000 of postal 
funds. His faiher was presentin court and desired 
that bail should be fixed at once. 

Judge McCay said he would consider the 
matter aud when the district-atlorney was 
present this merning would fix the 
amount of the bond that Governor Conley should 

ive. He intimated that the amount would be 
2,000. 

Mr. John L. Conley then sought District Attorney 
Speer and desired to know when his father 
might have a trial. He said they desired a speedy 
hearing of the case District Attorney Speer re 

lied that he could not fix a day for the trial until 

e could hear from Chief Inspector Sharp, in Wash 
ington. He intimated that he wou!d use his best 
efforts to procure a trial of the case during the pres 
ent term of the court. 

THE FORMAL CHARGES 
contained in the bill of indictment constitute three 
counts. The document is quite a lengthy one and 
may be fairly summarized as follows: 

The first coun: charges the defendants that, hay- 
ing oul grrome peal and assistant postmaster at Al- 
lanta and havivg custody of public money to the 
amount of $8,022 57, they unlawful failed to de- 
posit the same in the sub treasury at New York as

The second count charges them with conspiring 
together to withhold the postal revenues of the 
United States and to embezzle the same to the 
amount of $8,022 7. : 

The thiru charge is that, being officers and 
agents of the government and having custody of 
large amounts of public money, they unlawfully 
failed toreuder justand true accounts of the same 

required by law. 

a The foreman of the grand jury is Mr. John C. 
Kirkpatrick, of this city, a gentleman of integrity 
and fine skill asa business man and accoun ant. 
The prosecutor marked on the bill is A. a. ay? 
the chief inspector of the postoflice department It 
was ascertained that theac‘iou of the grand jury 
was unanimous in favor of the fiading of the bill 
as above outlined. 
SOME OF THE EVIDENCE. 

It is, of course, impossible to present the full 
outlines of the testimooy upon which the grand 
jury based its finding, hut some of the most inter- 


esting an’ important facts can be stated in isolated 
shape. The greater poruon of the testimony is 
newly discovered since the warrant was taken out 
for Nall, or, it is stated, Governor Conley would 
have then been also arrested and made to enter into 
bail, as was Nall. ee | | 

In addition to the incidents aiready detailed in 
several articles pub.ished in THE UONSTITUTION 
since the biowing of the scandal, the following are 
given as facts in the case: 

CASHING IN TO CHECK OUT. 

It is said that after Governor Conley found his 
cash accounts short he began to cever them up 
from feay of discovery. One of his methods of do- 


ing this was, at the end of each quarter, to bank a 
personal note for a large amount wud with the pro- 
ceeds make good his accounts. Having done this he 
would wait until the deposits of funds from Other 
local offices warranted and then draw his check 
upon these funds to meet his note. By this process, 
frequently repeated, he was enabled to throw off 
all suspicion and ngid enquiry into the state of his 
finances as postmaster. ihese papeis were execut- 
ed forlarge amouuts and are in his undisputed 
handwriting aud cannot be denied. They are taken 
as proof that Governor Conley knowingly engaged 
in falsifying the postal accounts and Violated the 
plain letter of the postal law. ; 
RUL OUT AND BEGIN OVER. ; 
Another instance is cited wnere a baiance due 


This 
should have been carried forward on the books and 


been duly accounted for, but instead it was left at 
the foot of one page, whereit was noted. and the 
next day’s accounts started anew withoutany ad- 
yapcement of the balance above mentioned. This 
Was a glaring piece of falsification of the books, and 
the experts who were on the graud jury pronoune- 
ed ita most palpable and indubitable evidence of 
fraudulent practice.

MUTILATING THE BOOKS. 

It is further siated that the cash book, or book of 

ntries, coyeriug the checks made upon the postal 
funds by Governor Conley, were placed in his cus- 
tody by the inspectorafter the removai of Nall and

Soon after Governor Conley was removed 
and nowitis claimed that while the book was in 
his possession a number of its pages were tern or 
cut bodily from the book and have been concealed 
or destroyed to prevent their use asevidence before 
the grand jury and the court.

NO GIVE AWAY GAME, 

The district attorney, Hon. Emory Speer, was 
asked whether there was any proposition for Nall to 
become a government witness and escape prose- 
cution. He replied that there was nothing of the 
sort contemplated so far as the counsel for the gov- 
ernment wasconcerned. From othersources it was 
pretty definitely ascertained that there would be no 
give away testimony in the affair, but the prosecu- 
tion would be conducted squarely in the usual 
form and Vigor, a8 sgainst boih the defendants.

was freely expressed for Governor Conley, and it 
is fairto him tosay that but few who know him

shares '4@*4. This was succeeded by a steadier 
toue, which after 2 p. m. developed into compara- 
tive buoyancy. Many shares advanced to the highest 
point of the day. No thern Padific rose to 2%;, 
per cent, preferred to 61%, Union Pacific to 88'< 
Northwest to 120',, St. Paul to 99%, preferred to 
117%, Louisville and_ Nashville to 475%, Lake Shore 
to 9914 Missouri Pacificto 94°54, New York Central 
to aT «, Reading to 507;, Union Pacific to 88'; and 
Woastern Union to79'¢. Just before the close the re 
was a sudden raid on Lake Shore, which fell off 1°;

Steamship compauy, Whichis under bond. The 
secretary Claims that the rulings of the depart- 
ment are against the acce ptlance of bonds 
for asecoud relading. Theguvernment has bonds 
from the trans-Atlantic steamers and from the 
coast steamers toSavannah. It does not want to 
bond a railrvad in addition to these forthe 
livery of Athhnta goods, Collector Pledger Says 
this ruling of the treasurer has shut off good§ from
